T his plan has 
been discu sed in all seriousness by Ihe 
strikers, and it is asserted positively by some 
of them that it would be put into operation 
next Monday. 
W hen asked what would 
be done with Ihe evicted people, one of 
them replied : 
“ You can’t evict a whole 
city." The curious feature of the strike is 
that the quarters of District Assembly No. 
40 are without coal, ami the officers and 
committees ot the Assembly and their vis­ 
itors have to keep warm hy a wood lire.

In the Senate Turpie received 32 and 
Harrison IS. Iu the House Turpie received 
44 and Harrison 56. 
Immediately on the term ination of the 
rail of the House-roll, Speaker Sayre nn- 
nounted that there avhs no election, and 
passed the figures to President Sm ith, of 
the Senate, whose ^privilege it is. under the 
agreement, to announce the total vote, and 
lie at once called out that David Turpie 
lias been elected Senator o f the United 
States, to serve six years from the 4th of 
March next. 
Sayre declared Sm ith a usnzper, and that 
he had no right to make such an auuounce- 
ment rs President of the joint Convention, 
hut the Speaker's rem arks were unheeded, 
and the announcem ent made as above.

LAM ) LAWS. 


The Com mittees of tlic Tavo Houses not 
Alii» to Come to an A greem ent, 
* 
Wamiington Febrnarv 21,—The Confer­ 


ence Committee of the two Houses on the 
bill repealing the pre-emption, tim ber cult­ 
ure and desert land laws held a two-hours’ 
session yesterday, and it is safe to say that 
they are further from any argum ent than 
ever, although it was hoped some basis for 
a settlement of differences between the two 
Houses would be reached. The conf'errees 
on the part of the House are Messrs. Cobb, 
Stone of Missouri and Strait. Cobb and 
Stone have had several conferences with 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office Avitliln the past few days and ap­ 
peared at the committee meeting fully de­ 
termined to insist upon acquiescence in the 
term s of the House bill. The Commis­ 
sioner favors the extreme means of the 
House bill, and in their di-cussion of the 
bill Cobb and Stone quoted Sparks so fre­ 
quently that another member of the Con­ 
ference Committee intim ated that they 
m ust have slept with the Commissioner 
the last night or two. Senator Dolph bore 
most of the discussion on the part of the 
Senate con fen ces, and declined to yield any 
of the salient points jpf the Senate bill, 
which the House conrerrecs attacked. 
It 
stems, however, that the eighth section of 
the Senate bill, allow ing contested cases to 
he sent to the Courts, would really prove 
the rock on Avhicli these.measures would 
eventually split. The Senate is determined 
to stick to this feature of its bill, and the 
General Land Otlice is as firmly opposed to 
it. 
Were this out of the way. it is not un­ 
likely an understanding m ight eventually 
be reached.

W ashington. February 21.—The Senate 
resumed consideration of the sundry civil 
bill. 
Allison, from the Committee on Appro­ 
priations, said the estimates for the next 
fiscal year are $365,000,000. 
Judging from

receipts for the next year, including the 
estimates, the total revenue will be £410»- 
000,000, m aking a surplus of $15,000 000. 
If Congress should deem it necessary to 
expend a larger sum thau $5,OOO,0Ou for 
coast defenses, that larger sum would in­ 
crease the estimates beyond $305,000.000, 
and if we should appropriate more than

should retire from th e com m union whose teach­ 
ing he can no longer accept.

discipline w ere not exerted ttie church would 
confess itself im potent, and, therefore, no 
longer entitled eith er to authority or to respect. 
It is a question of life or death w ith the church 
organization, and it prefers life.

Prof. 
Ililg a rd , of th e A g ricu ltu ral College of the 
U n iv ersity of C alifornia, in a recent m ono­ 
g rap h upon th e alk ali lands o f th e S tate, 


places in th e category o f te x tile crops for 
such soils, hem p, jute and ram ie, as sug­ 


gesting them selves for experim ent. R am ie, 
he says, is know n to th riv e adm irably in 


alk ali regions of th e valleys of C alifornia, 


h av in g th e advantage of being perennial, 
and th a t th e alkali does not interfere w ith 
th e germ ination of th e seed, w hile, by 


shading th e ground, th e plant prevents th e 
accum ulation of alk ali near th e surface, 
n early all th e evaporation passing through 
th e p lan t itself. 
H e th in k s few crops can 
he found b etter adapted to th e needs of th e 
lands bordering T u la re lake and th e M us­ 
sel Slough country. 
I t is believed th at 
m achinery has now lieen perfected for re­ 
ducing th e fiber to th e soft, silky condition 
essential to th e sep aratio n of th e fibers 


m echanically, and w hich heretofore could 
he done only hv hand. 
T h e ram ie is hardy, 
long-lived, is propagated by cuttings, and 
yields m ark et produce in a single year, 
If all th e conditions necessary to its use in 
com m erce h av e been settled, th ere is rea 
son to believe th a t it m ay become one of 


th e m ost useful of ou r crops, and bring 


into cu ltivation large bodies of land now 
cultiv atáble only under great discourage­ 
m ent. 


T h e report of an engineer officer o f th e 


G overnm ent is slid to expose a sham eful 
condition of our defenses in th e hay of 
San Francisco. 
T h e batteries on Angel 
Island are useless, and all th e guns no 


lietter th a n “ quakers.” 
T h e m agazines 
an d platform s have gone to decay, th e 
battery is w holly unserviceable, and .the 
shock of th e first shot in any of them 
would tum ble th e whole of th e b attery 
accouterm ents to th e ground in a hopeless 
wreck. 
B ut th e G overnm ent has know n 
all 
these facts a long tim e. 
W e are so

secures us front assault, th a t we arc p er­ 
m ittin g our m eans of defense to fall into 
decay , u tte rly regardless of 
th e proven 


m axim th a t readiness to repel attack is 
th e surest and m ost econom ical m ethod of 
p rev en ting it. 


I t seem s to he settled th a t th e re w ill he 
no anti-C hinese legislation by th e present 
Congress.

form it will he a m ovem ent in advance of 
the present com pact, since it is inconceiv­ 
able th a t any backw ard steps w ill be 
taken. 


T h e bill to give th e city of Sacram ento 
custody in its a rt gallery of th e m ineral 
collection now in th e C apitol m eets w ith 


general approval and should become a law. 
T h e ex h ib itio n of two collections is b etter 
th an one, and th is sm all one oug h t to re­ 
m ain in th e C apital city. 
A b etter and 
safer repository could not he found for it, 
o r one m ore convenient to th e people v isit­ 
ing th e C apital, th an th a t th e city offers. 


T o m erge it w ith o th er collections w ill not 
greatly enhance them or add to th e num ­ 
ber w ho w ill view them . 


T h e story comes over th e wires th at 
C anada is arm ing w ith th e evident ex­ 
pectation th a t th ere w ill be w ar between 
th e U nited S tates and G reat B ritain. T he 
D om inion people are hasty. 
T hey will 


have th eir trouble for nothing. 
T he two 
great E nglish-speaking nations have not 
ex h au sted arb itratio n yet, and all th e p re­ 


cedents of th e last fifty years prove th a t it 
is th e policy of both to su b stitu te th a t 
m eans to arm s for th e adjustm ent o f th eir 


issues.

m anner in w hich each and all couched feel­ 
ings 
of confidence in m e and th eir sin­ 
cere appreciation of m y endeavors to prop­ 
erly discharge the im portant functions of m y 
office. Elected by th e jw opleof the State as th eir 
Lieutenant-G overnor, an d by v irtue o f such elec­ 
tion becam e th e presiding oflicer of the Senate, I 
adm it I approached the occupancy of th e posi­ 
tion w ith considerable trepidution an d a w ant 
o f confidence in m yself to w holly m eet its re­ 
quirem ents an d yoiir expectations : but as the 
days of the session wore on and I observed the 
uniform kindness and forbearance of your m an­ 
n er tow ards m e, I becam e convinced th at you 
w ere all my friends, th u s greatly fortifying me. 
am i your action of yesterday, w hich prom pted 
this, is in p ro o f th at 1 m ade no false estim ate oí 
th e place 1 held in \* u r esteem ; and therefore 
it is my grateful fe lings prom pt m e th u s to rec­ 
ognize the relutions existing betw een us.

SPECIAL ORDERS. 
S. C. R. A. relative to the w ithdraw al of Gov­ 
ernm ent tim ber lands for sale, was am ended 
and passed. 
S. It. 42, enlarging th e pow er of the Board of 
Forestry and providing tor expenses of Board, 
was ta k e n up. 
[Senator Moflitt in chair.] 
Mr. W hite offered a substituto for th e bill, 
authorizing the Board to em ploy assistants. 
Adopted. 
Mr. C am inetti m oved to am end by directing 
th e Constables iu the different localities to act 
in m aking arrests. Lost. 
Mr. Abbott offered an am endm ent to m ake 
the appropriation 815,000. 
Mr. Rose w anted the appropriation S30.U00, 
stating that» th e destruction of th e loiests was 
the cause of nouuy floods iu rainy seasons, caus­ 
ing river beds to fill up, and in dry seasons caus­ 
ing springs to drv up, and hence the w ater sup­ 
ply for irrigation purposes was scant. He called 
attention to th e State of New York, w here, at 
the head of th e Hudson river, th e forests w ere 
destroyed, th e river began to have less w ater 
and endangered navigation. 
Also called atten ­ 
tion to the building an d destroying of th e C. P. 
R ailroad at a loss o f m illious oí dollars, w here 
it was built through canyons in th e Sierra Ma­ 
dre m ountains, by reason of th e destruction of 
the brush an d tim ber on th e sides of th e can ­ 
yons. causing large floods and a rush of waters. 
He cit°d reports from different scientific m eu of 
the F n ited States, an d from these statem ents 
concluded th a t an appropriation of 815,000 was 
too sm all to give the Board the requisite pow er 
to employ h elp of such efficient force as to at­ 
tain the requisite result, and offered an am end­ 
m ent to the am endm ent m aking it 829,500. 
Mr. Abbott thought th e appropriation too 
large, and understood th at tkp appropriations 
this year w ould aggregate about 8400,000 m ore 
th an form er years. 
Mr. Bo*e thought if th a t was th e case, on the 
question of econom y the Senate should look at 
hom e and begin by not allow ing large wages to 
able-bodied m en as attaches oí this body and 
for the supplies furnished to Senators, but in a 
case of this im¡>ortauce, 
830,000 was sm all 
enough. 
The am endm ent o f 829.500 was adopted, and 
th e hill was ordered to a second reading.

T hat at present, as appears from th e re¡>ort 
of the G overnm ent engineer and others, over 
200 C hinam en an d less th an 15 w hite m en are 
actually engaged in dum ping and discharging 
debris, by th e hydraulic process of m ining, into 
the Bear ri.ver: th at on th e Yuba river large 
num bers of C hinam en are engaged iu th e su n e 
m anner m th e sam e business, w here most of the 
w hite m en have eith er voluntarily obeyed or 
have been com pelled to obey the order*, in ­ 
junctions and processes o f th e Courts : th at on 
th e A m erican river large num bers of Chinam en 
and very few w hite m en are likew ise engaged 
in the sam e business ; and th at on the F eather 
river a like condition of affairs exists. 
T hat as the laws for the prevention of the de­ 
struction of th e navigable stream s of the state 
by unlaw ful m ining can only be successfully Un­ 
forced as against w hite men.’ and as the applica­ 
tion of the principles as laid dow n by the decis­ 
ions of our C ourts upon th is subject tM npletely 
fails w hen attem pted to be applied to tne Chi­ 
nese. w h o arc not susceptible of personal identi­ 
fication. we are satisfied th a t it is the duty of 
th is body to p*ovide some m easure .which will 
insure an equality of protection as against both 
classes.

T h ere was a large audience in attendance 
on th e S uperior C ourt yesterday to listen to 
th e testim ony in th e case of th e P ecóle 
against 
M ilton 
M cW horter, 
for 
m an ­ 
slaughter. 
T he 
defendant was accom ­ 
panied by b is wife and infant. 
H is father 
an d m other, residents of A labam a, w ere 
also present, having journeyed h ith e r to be 
present at th e trial of th eir son. 
Ju d g e W ilson announced th a t lie had a 
telegram from a M arysville physician sta t­ 
in g th at the w itness subpenn-d there— Miss 
M aggie Fell—could not leave hom e w ith ­ 
out endangering h er life, and th e C ourt a n ­ 
nounced th at consequently h er testim ony 
m u st be dispensed w ith. 
T he prosecution callea W illiam R obin­ 
son. a brother o f th e deceased, w ho testi­ 
fied th a t th e latter was disabled in both 
shoulders, and h ad b u t slight use of his 
arm s. 
[No cross-exam ination.] 
T h e prosecution here rested, after giving 
notice th at they w ould m ake a m otion, 
should a certain other witness arrive, to 
have h er testim ony introduced. 
Mr. Johnson m oved to strike out all the 
alleged editorial articles from the M arys­ 
ville Democrat that had been introduced in 
evidence. on th e ground th a t such testi­ 
m ony was irrelevant, im m aterial and in ­ 
com petent, and for w hich no proper found- 
tion had been laid. 
T h e m otion was denied, and the defense 
excepted. 
G. P. H urst, of counsel for the defense, 
th en m ade th e opening statem ent of his 
side to th e jury. 
H e said the prosecution 
was being conducted, not by the D istrict 
A ttorney, b u t by counsel em ployed by 
parties w ho have selfish m otives in en­ 
deavoring to procure th e conviction of the 
defendant. 
H e scored th e prosecution for 
hav in g om itted to place on th e w itness- 
stan d Senator (.'handlerand another person 
w ho alone w itnessed the hom icide, and 
w ho alone w ere capable of testifying-to the 
exact facts o f the case. 
Counsel read the 
provisions of the Code defining th e crim e 
of m anslaughter, and argued th a t h ad the 
prosecution placed on the stand th e w it­ 
nesses to th e affray h e believed the de­ 
fense couid have afforded to subm it the 
case then an d there. 
A ll testim ony bear­ 
ing o n th e case should he placed before the 
ju ry , and th e defense professed to be able 
to prove th a t th e unfortunate killing of 
T. G. R obinson was a case o f justifiable 
hom icide. 
T he defense did not alone de­ 
sire to secure the discharge of th e accused, 
b u t w ould introduce testim ony in addition 
to th a t relating to th e hom icide, for the 
purpose o f thoroughly vindicating 
the 
h o n o r and reputation o f th e defendant, 
Mr. H u rst then anim adverted upon the 
■law governing cases o f this character, and 
declared th at it w as not necessary for a per­ 
son to tu rn his back upon his assailant and 
seek to escape by Might in order to avoid 
tak in g his assailant's life. 
R eferring to 
th e publication of certain new spaper a rti­ 
cles by th e defendant, reflecting upon the 
ch aracter of th e deceased, counsel claim ed 
th a t it was defendant’s duty, as a public 
jo u rn alist, to m ake know n th e facts stated 
in these articles. 
H e referred to th e stren ­ 
uous efforts m ade by the defense to have 
those new spaper articles excluded from the 
testim ony in th e case, and said th a t it was 
done for the reason th a t they did not de­ 
sire to drag T. G. R obinson from th e grave 
and be com pelled to prove th e charges 
m ade 111 defendant's new spaper. H e shrank 
from th e necessity of having to denounce

dem anded 
th a t 
it be 
done. 
A nd 
the 
relatives an d 
friends 
o f 
th e 
deceased 
have th e prosecution to th an k for th eir 
h u m iliation. 
T h e defense w ould be com ­ 
pelled to prove th at R obinson did ask and 
receive 
bribes 
from h y draulic m iners, 
w hile in th e em ploy of the A nti-D ebris 
A ssociation. 
T hey w ould prove th a t he 
bad, as alleged in the defendant’s new s­ 
paper, visited houses of ill-fam e. 
T he de­ 
fense w ould, m oreover, prove by over­ 
w helm ing testim ony, th at deceased had re­ 
peatedly m ade threats against the defend­ 
ant, even to th e extent of “ stam ping his 
d—d g—s out.” 
T h is th reat was repeated 
to a large n u m b er of persons, interlarded 
w ith m an y vile epithets. 
It w ould be 
show n th a t these threats w ere com m uni­ 
cated to th e defendant, w ho becam e de­ 
pressed an d nervous in consequence. 
H e 
was so im pressed w ith the belief that he 
was to be attacked that he consulted an a t­ 
torney and asked tn e latter’s advice as to 
w hat he should do to protect him self. 
It 
w ould be show n, th a t instead of com ing 
to Sacram ento for th e purpose of seeking 
a conflict w ith R obinson, the defendant 
was com pelled to com e here, in th e face of 
the danger that threatened him , for the 
purpose o f raising m oney in order to pre­ 
vent his property being attached for debt. 
Before com ing to Sacram ento he was ad­ 
vised by an attorney to arm him self, a n d — 
in view o f th ^ th re ’ats against h im by Ilob- 
ison—not p erm it R obinson to com e near 
bim .

spent som e tim e in his efforts to find Mc­ 
W horter on th e even’ng o f th e shooting. 
Counsel then w ent 011 to relate the c ir­ 
cum stances of th e assault and the subse- 
ju en t shooting, and declared th a t th e de­ 
fense w ould be able to show th a t R obinson 
was the aggressor from the start.

down. T h e shot was fired two or three 
seconds after th e blow was struck.

shot R obinson said som ething to th e effect 
th a t “ his tim e had com e,;- or he “ believed 
h e was going to die.”

W itness was questioned at con­ 
siderable length regarding th e testim ony 
given by him at th e prelim inary exam ina­ 
tion o f M cW horter, b u t did not seem to be 
at all clear as to th e statem ents then m ade 
by him , and could not rem em ber having 
testified to certain things. 
Jam es O’B fien, o f Sm artsville, Y uba 
connty, w as next called. 
W itness said he 
«•as acquainted w ith both the deceased and 
defendant. 
S#th. M artin told w itness of 
threats m ade against M cW horter by R obin­ 
son, and w itness com m unicated th e threats 


eluded w ith an eloquent appeal for consid­ 
eration on behalf of the defendant. 
T h e 
first 
w itness called was A. L. 
C handler, Senator from Y uba and S ntter 
counties. 
W itness was in this city jn 
August last in attendance on the Legisla­ 
tu re. and w itnessed the difficulty in front 
of th e S tate H ouse on the evening of the 
12th. 
H e said he was sitting in front of 
th e hotel reading a new spaper and w aiting 
for the supper hour. 
H e engaged in eon- 
ersation w ith Jam es O 'B rien. M cW horter 
was standing near by. 
W itness arose after 
th e conversation, passed behind O'B rien, 
and entered th e door leading to the stair­ 
way. 
In th e doorw ay he m et Robinson, 
w ho asked w itness, "W h o is that m an?" 
pointing at M cW horter. 
W itness replied 
th at it w as M cW horter, editor of the M arys­ 
ville Democrat. 
Robinson tben started to ­ 
w ard M cW horter, and witness saw him 
take a paper from his pocket and hold it 
before M cW horter, and ask 
h im som e­ 
thing. 
Som e w ords passed, w hen R obin­ 
son 
struck 
M cW horter, 
and 
they 
clinched. 
T hey 
struggled 
about and 
a pistol was discharged. 
T he struggle 
was 
continued, 
an d 
the 
parties had 
w orked 
trom 
th e 
street 
tow ard th e 
sidew alk. 
M cW horter cried out to know 
w hy th e bystanders did not take Robinson 
off. 
W itness saw ¡1 pistol in M cW horter's 
hand, th e barrel of w hich was grasped by 
R obinson. P arties rushed in am i separated 
them , and M cW horter started down th e 
street. 
R o b itso ” drew n pistol, w hen an 
officer cried out, “ Stop.' N one of ihat ! 
Y ou are un d er arrest 1” 
B oth R obinson 
and M cW horter w ere taken in charge by 
officers or citizens and led aw ay. 
Shortly 
afterw ard w itness saw a crow d collected 
about a doorw ay, and on going there w it­ 
ness found th a t Robinson was lying in the 
doorw ay and w as said to have been shot. 
H e was shortly rem oved to his hom e. D ur­ 
ing the struggle Robinson was m ost of the 
tim e betw een w itness and M cW horter, 
w hich prevented w itness from seeing th e 
m ovem ents o f the hands o f the partir». 
On cross-exam ination w itness said that 
w hen R obinson held thenew spaper slip be­ 
fore M cW horter he seem ed to direct his at­ 
tention to th e paper. 
It was not m ore than 
h alf a m in u te between the presentation of 
th e paper and th e strik in g o f the first blow 
by R obinson. 
W itness could not under­ 
stand a n y th in g th a t was said by either 
party. 
T he 
blow struck by Robinson 
seem ed to w itness to be an aw kw ard one— 
w hat be w ould call a w om an’s blow. 
R obinson's left h and was on M cW horter's 
shoulder, and th e blow was struck w ith 
bis right. 
W itness thought R obinson's 
h an d was clenched at-the tim e. T he report 
of th e pistol follow ed in a few seconds. As 
soon as th e blow was struck th e m en 
clinched, and directly after th e shot was 
fired. 
A fter the shot, M cW horter had his 
left arm around R obinson's w aist. 
T he 
latter'* right arm was over M cW horter's 
shoulder, and his left grasped th e pistol in 
M cW horter's right.

T h e defense desired to have w itness ex­ 
plain the n atu re o f th e threats against Mc­ 
W horter, as conveyed by w itness to th e 
latter. 
T h e prosecution objected, and th e objec­ 
tion w as sustained, as th e alleged threats 
w ere not m ade in w itness’ hearing. 
T he w itness then related th e story of the 
hom icide. 
H e was in com pany w ith Sena­ 
tor C handler at the tim e. 
H is statem ent 
was substantially th e sam e as th at of Sena­ 
tor C handler, except th a t w itness seem ed to 
regard R obinson's dem onstration tow ard 
M cW horter as decidedly vigorous. 
W it­ 
ness th o u g h t th a t if R obinson had not held 
M cW horter up w ith his left h an d the blow 
h e received from R obinson’s right w ould 
have knocked h im dow n. 
C ross-exam ined: A m a farm er and stock - 
ra is e r; w as for th irty years a hydraulic 
m iner ; have n o t for five years been con­ 
nected w ith th e M iners’ A ssociation; am 
not interested in the M arysville Democrat, 
b u t M cW horter, the proprietor, owes m e 
som e m oney borrow ed for th e purpose oi 
purchasing m aterial for his paper. W itness 
said th at he cam e to Sacram ento 011 th e day 
o f th e shooting, in com pany w ith the de­ 
fendant, for the purpose o f raising som e 
m oney for h im , h u t h e (w itness) had also 
other business in 
th e 
city. 
H e gave 
originally $1(H) to th e D em ocratic C entral 
C om m ittee of Y uba county for th e p u r­ 
pose o f startin g a D em ocratic paper. 
H e 
did n o t then know M cW horter, but later 
on loaned th e latter $750 for th e purpose of 
purchasing new m aterial. 
W itness was 
no t acquainted w ith anybody present at 
th e shooting except Senator C handler. 
It 
was som etim e alter the shooting that he 
saw Mr. D ulm ne at th e S tate H ouse. 
W it­ 
ness w as friendly w ith M cW horter, and 
had 110 prejudice against R obinson. 
H e 
bad q u it m ining, and his business w as not 
affected by Mr. R obinson’s duties as agent 
of th e anti-hydraulickers. 
H e did not 
th in k h e told M cW horter th a t he thought 
R obinson's threats w ere m ere braggadocio, 
no r th a t h e so stated on th e exam ination 
in th e Police C ourt. 
M cW horter was ex ­ 
cited at th e tim e, and w itness adm itted 
th at he m ig h t have said som ething of the 
kind. 
D id n o t know , on the evening of 
the shooting, th at M cW horter was arm ed. 
On the w ay dow n from M arysville Mc­ 
W horter did n o t m ention an y th in g about 
having a pistol. 
D id not go to th e Dem­ 
ocrat office on th e m orning of leaving 
M arysville. 
A fter the shooting, had an 
in te rv ie w V ith M r. M iller of the R ecord- 
U níon. b u t could not rem em ber w here it 
was held. 
W itness was asked if he at th at 
tim e stated th a t an article appeared in the 
Democrat to the effect th a t a m an had been 
driven from a house of ill-fam e, by a fire, 
but th at his nam e was not m entioned. H e 
replied th a t he m ight have so stated, but 
had 110 recollection of it. 
W itness had 
loaned defendant m oney w ith w hich to 
em ploy counsel. 
If defendant should be 
able to repay th e sum to w itness, he had no 
doubt he w oula get it. 
W itness denied, in 
answ er to G eneral H a rt’s questions, th at 
he had hu n ted up w itnesses for th e defense, 
o r th a t he had paid out m oney for th at 
purpose. 
W itness w as at th is point com pelled to 
recite th e circum stances of th e affray in re­ 
ply to a question p u t by th e prosecution. 
H e said h e got to th e hotel before 
Mc­ 
W horter on th e evening of th e shooting. 
H ad no pistol at the tim e, and never ow ned 


Seth M artin was the n e x t w itness. 
H e 
said he was acquainted w ith the defendant, 
and also wi*h R obinson for a couple of 
years. 
T he latter, on th e 2d of A ugust, 
1S8G, said to w itness in front of the Capital 
H otel, in S acram ento, th a t the M arysville 
Democrat h ad been abusing him , and th at 
h e w ould break every bone in th e editor’s 
body. 
W itness rem onstrated w ith R obin­ 
son, b u t th e latter said he was going to San 
Francisco 011 the follow ing day, and if he 
saw M cW horter there he w ould stam p the 
life out o f him . 
H e w as angry in his m an ­ 
ner. 
W itness com m unicated these threats 
to Senator Cross and Jam es O 'B rien, and 
requested them to convey th e sam e to Mc­ 
W horter. 
O n the 10th day o f A ugust w it­ 
ness m et M cW horter at th e State Capitol, 
and asked him if O’B rien had conveyed a 
m ersage to him from witness, and h e re - 
plied th at he had. 
A bout 5 o’clock on the 
evening o f th e shooting w itness m et Mc­ 
W h orter at th e S tate H ouse H otel, and af­ 
ter a brief conversation asked him to w alk 
dow n to th e C apital H otel. 
W itness saw 
R obinson in th e vicinity, and [not adm itted 
in evidence}desired to get defendant o u t of 
the way. 
On cross-exam ination w itness said he 
was once a hydraulic m iner, hut was not 
connected w ith any of the litigation be­ 
tween th e m iners and farm ers. 
H e denied 
having any bitter prejudice against the 
m en called “ spies 
b u t there was a class 
against w hom he was bitterly prejudiced— 
those 
w ho, w hile em ployed 
as 
anti- 
hydraulic-tuining agents, have sought to 
biackm all th e m iners. 
H e had not spe­ 
cially interested him self in the case o f the 
defendant. 
A t th e tim e R obinson m ade 
th e threats against M cW horter he was very 
angry, an d said th at he had been slan ­ 
dered. W itness tried to dissuade him from 
carrying o u t his threats, b u t R obinson r e ­ 
peated them , and said he w ould stam p the 
life o u t of M cW horter if he m et him in San 
Francisco. T h e reason w itness told Senator 
Cross of these threats w as th a t h e (w itnes-) 
supposed from R obinson's rem arks that 
M cW horter w as in San Francisco, and as 
th e Senator wa* going dow n there, w itness 
thought it a good o pportunity to send w ord 
to M cW horter. 
W itness an d M cW horter 
h ad a conversation on th e day of the 
shooting. 
The latter told w itness o f his 
financial troubles, o f his business in the 
city, and asked w itness to try an d assist 
him . 
Jam es O’B rien was recalled, an d repeated 
th e th reats com m unicated by him to Mc­ 
W horter, as com ing from Seth M artin. 
[These were substantially th e sam e as testi­ 
fied to by w itness M artin ] 
A t 5 o’clock p. m. the Court adjourned till 
10 o’clock th is m orning. 


T h e first w itness called after th e assem ­ 
bling of C ourt was W . C. S m ith, a porter at 
th e State Capitol. W itness had ju st reached 
th e State H ouse H otel, on his way to sup­ 
per. and was alxrat entering th e hotel w hen 
he saw one m an com e up and strik e a n ­ 
o th er : saw a scutlie and heard a pistol 
s h o t; soon afterw ard the crow d scattered. 
Robinson was led aw ay, and w itness saw 
h im a fte rw a rd lyiüg w ounded on the side­ 
w alk. 
M cW horter did not attem p t to run 
aw ay. 
T he blow struck by R obinson was 
a direct one. 
T hat was before the shot was 
fired. 
C ross-exam ination : Did not see one m an 
w alk right up and strike the other. 
R obin­ 
son's arm was not raised w hen w itness first 
saw h im . 
W itness could n o t recollect hav­ 
ing testified in th e case in th e Police Court, 
an d said he had not a very good m em ory 
anyhow . 
On his testim ony taken on the 
ex am ination being read to w itness, b e ad­ 
m itted its correctness. 
T he blow a d m in ­ 
istered to M cW horter knocked bim against 
an aw ning-post. 
Could not say w hether h e 
was standing or sitting in a chair, b u t was 
u n d er th e im pression th a t he was sitting
